GUESSES ABOUT 
HERR HESS 


When members oí the House oí 
Commons yesterday pressed for a 
Government statement about Herr 
Hess they told of some  surmises 
about him, which include a rumour 
that he is at Chequers, that he left 
Germany because of domestic entangle- 
ments, and that he came to Britain 
with a peace plan. 

Mr. Vyvyan Adams.~ said _ that 
appeasement was not yet dead, and 
that there was a type of mind which 
whispered the dangerous fallacy: 
“ Better defeat with our possessions 
than victory with Bolshevism.”’ 

For the Government, Mr. R. A. But- 
ler (Under-Secretary, Foreign Affairs) 
declined to resolve the guesses, and, 
heyond denying as absurd the rumour 
that Herr Hess was at Chequers, 
would only say that the Deputy- 
Fuehrer was heing treated as an officer 
prisoner of war. 

Mr. 8. 8. Silverman (Labour) said 
that he had received many letters on 
the subject, and one anonymous cor- 
respondent gave the name of a lady 
who had been for a long time in Wer- 
many, and arrived in Britain aiter the 
war, by arrangement with the Govern- 
ment, and suggested that there were 
domestic entanglements arising out of 
that, which induced Herr Hess to leave 
his wife and family to the mercy of 
Herr Hitler in Berlin, and put himself 
at the mercy of the Prime Minister and 
Government in Britain. 

Mr. R. A. Butler, observing that 
the Government had nothing to add to 
statements made, said that Herr Hess 
was being dealt with rigidly as an 
officer prisoner of war. It was nonsense 
to suggest that he was at Chequers. 
Other conjectures as to why he came 
to Britain must be left to the imagina- 
tion of individual members. The speech 
of the Lord Provost of Glasgow, Mr. 
Butler added, was made entirely on his 
own authority, and, he could only sup- 


pose, upon surmise.

What seems to have 
happened is that fairly strong mobile 
elements were pushed in between the 
two main Allied forces moving -on 
Beirut and Damascus. Points on the 
lines of communication were seized and 
held for a time, There has been no 
word at all—for quite a time—about 
operations in Northern Syria—.e., 
shout the forces from lraq which were 
advancing from Aleppo. 

Meantime, General Wavell launched 
a fresh effort in the Western Desert, 
which met with a considerable initial 
success. The Axis forces reacted 
strongly, restoring the situation. Quite 
considerable forces became involved in 
the fighting, which extended over three 
days. Apparently, the Axis Powers 
called up troops from before Tobruk. 
They have, indeed, represented the 
advance as aiming at the “ relief” 
of Tobruk—which it almost certainly 
was not. More likely it was a tenta- 
tive feeler—a sort of reconnaissance in 
force—to find out how things stood, see- 
ing that Syria was lengthening a bit. 
Indeed, the precise scope of the move 
is not very easy to ascertain. It is 
improbable that there was any inten- 
tion of pushing mere than a local 
offensive—althougn aerial raiding of 
the Axis communications has Sean batt 
ersistent and fairly heavy. But a 
ocal success around the Gulf of Sollum 
would, by itself even, be very accept- 
able to the British. For one thing, the 
fighting on this front automatically 
absorbs all Axis aircrafi in a position 
to participate in it. Thus, these 
machines are left powerless to operate 
in Syria, where they otherwise might 
have interfered seriously with Allied 
operations. If the Syrian offensive 
did not definitely bring about that in 
Africa, it certainly dictated the date 
of ‘its launching, at all events.

Indeed, for some 
time past they have been definitely 
more active than the Germans, who, 
we may assume, are most ably 
organising and concentrating for some 
new major effort. The British attacks 
are of two kinds—night raids into Ger- 
many by heavy, long-distance ‘planes; 
daylight raids on occupied aerodromes 
and harbours by squadrons of bombing 
‘planes covered fighter escorts. 
Some, at all events, of the night raids 
appear to have inflicted very important 
damage. A photograph has been pub- 
lished showing the Rhine bridge, carry- 
ing the great motor road at Mannheim, 
broken and trailing in the river. Only 
bombs of exceptional power could have 
given this result. Jt seems fairly cer- 
tain that the bomb-load of the new 
American ‘planes is truly formidable, 
and it seems likely, too, that the burst- 
ing-power of the new explosives also 
marks an important advance. During 
next winter these ’planes will be avail- 
able in considerably increased num- 
bers, and the longer nights will give 
them more time to operate. At pre- 
sent the raids appear to be on a fairly 
big scale—there are appreciable losses 
reported without, apparently, curtail- 
ing them to any serious extent. What 
precise effect they will have it is 
impossible to say. The significant thing 
is that the British now, seemingly, 
consider their position in the air suffi- 
ciently improved to warrant a defi- 
nitely offensive course of action. 

While the Luftwaffe offensive against 
British shipping very naturally attracts 
a considerable amount of attention, 
British attacks against Axis merchant- 
men passes with very little comment. 
The two operations, of course, are not 
counterparts in any sense ; use the 
“Battle of the Atlantic” is really a 
major offensive, capable of influencing 
the course of the war as a whole. 
Compared with it, the British attack 
is a sideline; but, for all that, it is 
so important a sideline that it merits 
examination. We may take it as 
dating from March 12th of the present, 
year, when regular daylight patrols 
were initiated.

CATTLE DISEASE 
UNDER CONTROL 


MINISTER DENIES A 
RUMOUR 


R. RYAN, Minister for Agricul- 
D ture, told Mr. Dillon, in the 
Dail yesterday, that the foot- 
and-mouth disease position at present 
might be regarded as well under 
control in all areas, except County 
Kilkenny and County Tipperary (South 
Riding). The position in the latter 
area improved considerably, but 
the situation is not satisfactory in the 
east side of County Kilkenny. The 
disease had been eradicated in Counties 
Donegal, Dublin, Meath, Wicklow, 
Kildare, Offaly, Clare, and Limerick, 
and the position may also be regarded 
as satisfactory in the County Kerry 
and Laoighis areas. There was no 
evidence to show that the disease had 
been deliberately spread.

£567,000. The American Government had, in 


addition, agreed to transfer two ships to the Irish flag. 


Mr. LEMASS said he did not think 
that any deputy believed that it was 
possible for them to avoid shortage, 
situated as they were in the midst of 
the vast battlefeld of Europe, and not 
if even the Archangel Michael occupied 
the position instead of Deputy Lemass. 
No other country, neutral or bel- 
ligerent, had avoided these difficulties. 
It was because the Government knew 
these supply difficulties were inevitable 
that a separate department was set up. 

“I knew better than most deputies 
what was involved when I was asked 
by the Taoiseach to take the post of 
Minister for Supplies. | knew my job 
would be to direct a losing battle, and 
the most we could hope to do would 
be to make the retreat as brief and less 
costly as possible.’’ 

It was a commonplace with deputies 
opposite to pretend they knew when 
the war would start and what course 
it would take. He did not believe that 
anyone in the world knew what course 
the war would take—not even Herr 
Hitler. Instead of the lightning war 
that was expected, the war developed 
slowly and leisurely. Few deputies 
anticipated the rapid collapse of 
France. Even Herr Hitler had said 
that he did not expect it; but Herr 
Hitler did not know as much as Deputy 
Dillon and the leading lights of Fine 
Gael. The Labour Party were giving 
the impression that they had been try- 
ing to induce the Government all the 
time to buy ships, but an examination 
of the records of the House would show 
that from the start, of the war until 
the end of 1940 not a single member of 
the party had mentioned the word 
ships. 


PURCHASE OF SHIPS 


The Government had decided not to 
purchase ships until there was no other 
course 0 to them. Their decision 
was that while there were neutral 
vessels available it was better to 
charter them than to send ships fly- 
ing their own flag into 


shipping dried up they had finally to 
take the course of sending their own 
ships into the battle zone, It was 
now nearly two years since the out- 
‘break of war, and they were calling on 
the reserve of wheat built up in 1939 
against the opposition of Deputy Mul- 
cahy, who now criticised them for not 
building up a greater reserve.

COAL IMPORTS 


There was no hesitation ór objection 
in going to the United Kingdom for 
personal discussion with British 
Ministers if they thought that any good 
would come of it. His department was 
in daily contact with the departments 
in Great Britain controlling the sup- 
plies in which they were interested, 
and they knew, or believed they knew, 
what the position was in regard to 
these supplies. 

It was idle for deputies to say that 
there was plenty of coal available in 
Britain when it was actually rationed 
there, both for commercial and 
industrial purposes. Last year he had 
gone to Britain and tried to make a 
bargain along the lines suggested by 
Deputy Norton, but he found that the 
British Government did not want this 
country’s surplus supplies, or else 
wan it at a price which the Govern- 
ment here regarded as uneconomic.

The 
small reserve accumulated before 
rationing began was still in hand. If 
there were an attempted invasion of 
Britain, much : less a successful 
invasion, there might be a period in 
which even the 25 per cent. would not 
come. At present they were trying to 
purchase tea in the countries of origin, 
but with the tea harvest on now, the 
necessity of arranging shipment and 
so on, it would take time to make 
that tea available, if it became avail- 
able at all. A central purchasing 
company was being set up to explore 
the world’s markets for tea. Some had 
already been bought in the United 
States, but, even if they were able to 
ship it, it would not make it possible 
to increase the present ration. 
_It had been suggested that the 
Government should ava built those 
storage tanks for petrol, but these 
would -have been of no avail; the 
existing tanks had never been full 
since the beginning of the war. The 
view seemed to be held by the con- 
trollers of petrol that there should be 
no large stocks of petrol here. If the 
Government restricted the use of petrol 
so as to build up stocks, the deliveries 
went down. t was impossible for 
the Government to take any action 
that would result in an accumulation 
of petroi here Ho felt, however, that 
the companier would do all in their 
er to deliver the monthly rations 
which they had undertaken to make 
available here.

OXFORD HONOURS 
MR. ROOSEVELT 


' CONVOCATION AT 
HARVARD 


From Revrer’s CORRESPONDENT. 
CAMBRIDGE, MASS., Thureday. 


Viscount Halifax, as Chancellor of 
the Oxford Darversity, to-day con- 
ferred the degree of Doctor of Civil 
Law, upon President Roosevelt. 

The ceremony took place during a 
special convocation of Oxford Univer- 
sity at Harvard graduation ceremonies 
at which Lord Halifax himself receive 
Harvard’s honorary degree of Doctor 
of Laws. 

Mr. Koosevelt was unable to at- 
tend because of official business in 
Washington, but he was represented by 
his Military Aide, Brigadier-General 
Edwin Watson. 

Only once or twice before has Con- 
vocation been held outside the walls of 
Oxford, and it is believed to be un- 
precedented for the Chancellor to pre- 
side personally at such a ceremony. 

Forty members of Oxford University 
were present. They included four 
Oxford delegates, one of whom was 
Sir Arthur Salter, M.P. (Independent 
fot Oxford University). 

The degree was conferred “ in token 
of our deep respect for Mr. Roosevelt’s 
exalted station and in lively recollec- 
tion of his stand for liberty and his 
steadfast championship of humanity 
and law.”’ 

“We would rather die on our feet 
than live on our knees,’ declared Pre- 
sident Roosevelt to-day, replying by 
proxy to Lord Halifax's address. 

“We, too, were born to freedom, 
and, believing in freedom, are willing 
to fight to maintain freedom. All the 
world can be enriched by a new symbol 
which supports truth and a search for

Moves in the Game — 
One of the strangest developments of a 


| war that has been full of surprises is the 


way in which, during the last week or so, 
everybody has begun to talk about the 
possibilities of a conflict between Germany 
and Soviet Russia. On the surface, there 
seems to be little or no warrant for such 
talk; yet rumours have been becoming 
more and more persistent, and, almost 
imperceptibly, an atmosphere of tension 
has been created between Berlin and 
Moscow. In these days of consummately 
organised propaganda, one never can be 
sure to what extent rumours of this kind 
are circulated deliberately, either to pro- 
voke a potential enemy into premature 
action, or as ballons d’essai to discover 
the general direction of the international 
wind. The suggestions regarding Germany 
and Russia may belong to either category ; 
all that is certain is that they are being 
made with increasing confidence. The 
available evidence, in all conscience, is 
slender enough. Germany is reported to 
have mobilised about two million troops 
along the Russian border, from the Baltic 
to the Black Sea; and the Red Army is 
holding manceuvres in Western Russia. 
Beyond these two facts—and there is little 
doubt that they are facts—there is very 
little on which to base an informed 
opinion. Naturally, the newspaper men 
and ‘the radio commentators are making 
the most of their limited opportunities, 
and where there is no Press censorship, 
as in the United States, they are having 
the time of their lives. They may differ 
in detail, but they nearly all agree on 
one point: war between Germany and 
Russia is almost inevitable. Common- 
sense would appear to rule out any such 
possibility. Comrade Stalin is known to 
be mere than anxious to avoid war. The 
pact of friendship and non-aggression, 
which was negotiated by Herr von Ribben- 
trop nearly two years ago, still is in force, 
and Herr Hitler’s generals still are deter- 
mined, if possible, to avoid a campaign 
on two fronts. On the other hand, this 
var already has proved that common- 
sense has ceased to operate in international 
affairs. There seems to be no particular 
reason why Germany and Russia should 
go to war; but the fact remains that two 
vast armies are facing each other along 
the Russo-German frontiers, and experi- 
ence suggests that they are not there for 
the mere fun of the thing. Of course, 
there can be no question of a genuine 
friendship between Teuton and Slav, or 
of any lasting modus vtvendi between the 
Nazi and the Soviet forms of dictatorship. 
Herr Hitler loathes Communism just as 
cordially as Comrade Stalin hates 
National-Socialism; and it is most un- 
likely that the two systems could continue 
to exist side by side for more than a 
limited period of time. If the Germans 
alréády had won the war against the 
democracies, and, if their armies were not 
too greatly exhausted, the chances of a 
conflict with Soviet Russia would be for- 
midable ; but the truth is that they have 
not yet beaten Great Britain, and that 
they will need to exploit all their 
resources to combat the united strength of 
the British Empire and the United States. 
In these circumstances, the idea of a 
German offensive against Russia would 
seem to be absurd; but, as we have re- 
marked more than once, nothing is im- 
possible in this war. — 

Several explanations are advanced for 
Herr Hitler's alleged determination to 
fomge an issue with Russia. Everybody 
who has read Mein Kampf realises that 
the German leader regards the fertile 
plains of the Ukraine as part of Germany's 
legitimate Lebensraum, that he never has 
ceased to covet them as a granary for 
German needs, and that he also has had 
his eye for many years on certain Russian 
oilfields. If, however, he had wished to 
make war on the Soviets in order to gain 
these territories for Germany, surely he 
would have been able to deliver his attack 
two years ago, before the Third ,Reich 
became involved in, war with Great 
Britain. Is it likely now that, in the 
middle of his struggle against the British 
Empire, which is being backed with in- 
creasing force by the United States, Herr 
Hitler will repeat Napoleon’s fatal 
mistake, and launch an offensive against 
a nation whose potentialities are incal- 
culable? Nothing but supreme confidence 
in Germany’s armed might could justify 
such an adventure at such a time. The 
theory is held that Herr Hitler is deter- 
mined, sooner or later, to attempt a large- 
scale invasion of Great Britain, and that, 
in order to safeguard his rear, he proposes 
to put the Russian army out of action 
before he starts. For that reason, it is 
stated, the German-Turkish pact was 
negotiated—in order to ensure Turkey's 
neutrality in the event of a clash with the 
Soviets—although it is not easy to see 
how Turkey’s attitude could influence the 
final issue one way or the other. It is 
quite certain that, if the Germans should 
decide to invade Great Britain, they 


would be forced to maintain a substantial | 


force on the Russian frontiers, because 
Comrade Stalin has a habit of stealing a 
march on his neighbours, as was proved 
when he invaded Poland in the autumn 


of 1939, and also last year when he seized 


Bessarabia and the Northern Bukovina 
from the Rumanians. Possibly, therefore, 
there is some foundation for the reports 
that the Germans are preparing a sudden 
coup against Russia, or, at least, are 
staging a gigantic ‘‘bluff’’ in order to 
frighten the Soviets into acquiescence in 
their well-known claims. 
little Powers who might find themselves 
involved in a Russo-German conflict seem 
to be exceedingly nervous. The Finns are 
making hasty preparations to defend them- 
selves ; Sweden is intensifying her defence 
measures, and Rumania, under German 
occupation, is said to be demanding the 
return of Bessarabia and the Northern 
Bukovina from the Russians. It is a 
completely bewildering situation, the out- 
come of which nobody can even guess. As 
we have said already, it may ‘be a mare's 
nest, invented merély as ‘part of the

Oxford and Dublin 

Most Irishmen who have not been there 
think of Oxford as a tiny’ town, hardly 
more than a village, consisting of a 
number of colleges, and only so many 
dwelling-houses and shops as are necessary 
to the colleges’ support. In fact, the town 
is very nearly as large as Cork, and is 
the abode of several important industries 
which, in the eyes of many people as well 
as their employés, are a great deal more 
important than the University. It is, in 
fact, a modern, growing town, super- 
imposed upon an ancient foundation of 
learning ; and set amidst lovely, fine 
scenery which, like the town itself, has 
not been improved of recent years; and 
the clash between ancient and beautiful, 
on the one hand, and modern and unlovely, 
on the other, has been for some time past 
a source of alarm to lovers of Oxford. 
Before the outbreak of war the Oxford 
Preservation Trust appointed a committee 
on planning and reconstruction, which has 
just published the first part of its report. 
This instalment does not enter into detail : 
that will be left for the second, and con- 
cluding, part. Instead, as The Times puts 
it, “ the committee have done well to 
publish first their conclusions on questions 
of much wider practical interest, questions 
that must be asked and answered by nearly 
every region in the country.” The members 
have ‘‘taken a wide view over all the 
elements in the future of Oxford as a great 
shopping, entertainment and distributing 
town, and the administrative centre of 
public services over two counties and 
beyond.’” They advocate, of course, a 
complete re-planning of the Oxford region 
after the war, and, very wisely, they begin 
at the beginning. They find that hitherto 
no control has been possible over the 
region’s development, for the very sound 
reason that the area is under the control 
of no fewer than seven different planning 
authorities. The committee does not 
recommend, apparently, the abolition of 
these authorities, but it argues that they 
ought to work in concert. A single, general 
plan ought to be prepared in consultation 
with them by an advisory—not an execu- 
tive—regional board, whose province would 
be—we quote The Times again—“ nothing 
less than the proper use of all land for 
the purpose for which it was most suitable, 
be it agricultural, industrial, residential, 
recreational, or what not.” The committee 
points out that the areas of the existing 
local authorities ‘‘do not correspond with 
modern conditions,” and urges that, 
together with the creation of a regional 
planning board, these archaic boundaries 
should be revised into harmony with the 
needs of to-day, | 

How familiar is most of this advice! 
Nearly three years ago the Greater Dublin 
Tribunal recommended that the planning 
of the entire County of Dublin should be 
one of the services reserved to a Dublin 
Metropolitan Corporation ; and, four years 
earlier still, the Town and Regional 
Planning Act had authorised the City 
Council to plan not merely for County 
Dublin, but for several adjoining counties 
as well. The Greater Dublin Tribunal, 
like the Oxford committee, also had 
detected the danger to orderly development 
of services that springs from archaic 
boundaries. As yet, the Corporation of 
Dublin has not taken advantage of its 
powers under the Regional Planning Act, 
so that it merely can plan for its own 
area; and the Government declines to put 
the Tribunal’s recommendations into force. 
The result is deplorable. A fine plan has 
been prepared for the Corporation by three 
distinguished consultants; steps are being 
taken to bring it into operation, but—the 
plan’s operation must stop short at the 
present boundaries of the City of Dublin. 
Any adjoining authority is at liberty to 
devise a phan of its own without reference 
to the Dublin City plan. It is quite 
possible—though, of course, eminently 
improbable—that a fifty-foot highway 
might start at the centre of Dublin, exist 
as far as the city boundary, and then find 
itself transformed into a twenty-foot, 
third-class road. There is nothing to 
prevent a pleasant, residential area on 
one side of a boundary from being polluted 
by the smoke, or distracted by the din, 
of a glue factory on the other side, barely 
a hundred feet away. These are only two 
instances of what can—we do not say, 
will—happen under the existing system ; 
and it must be clear to any intelligence 
that, until some form of regional control 
comes into being, proper planning will be 
impracticable. If regional control is 
necessary to restore and preserve the 
charm and comfort and decency of Oxford, 
how much more important is it in the case 
of Dublin, a capital city, the overgrown 
centre of an enormously larger hinterland, 
a city which before the war was expanding 
at the rate of 8,000 souls every year, and 
probably will continue to expand at a 
similar rate? These matters of executive 
and administrative control ought not to 
be deferred. until the end of the war. They 
ought, rather, to be settled to-day, in 
order, that the way may be clear for the 
hard, practical work of reorganisation 
when peace returns and the nation faces 
its new life.

Caravans 
Few people who have read ‘‘The Wind 


in the Willows’ will forget Kenneth 
Graham’s wonderful description of Toad’s 


‘yellow caravan and the joyous way in 


which the writer tells of the animals’ first 
experience of “the Open Road.” Most 
people, indeed, whether or not fhey have 
read “ The Wind in the Willows”’ or any 
of the countless other books on the 
subject, have felt, time and time again, 
the fascination of open-air life, As 
children, most of us have been spell-bound 
by the sight of a passing gypsy caravan, 
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}inconveniences of living in a movable 


house, smaller than the average- room, 
grow more apparent, while the advantages 
attendant thereon fade into insignificance. 
Consequently, the average man, however 
he may have been enamoured of the open 
road in his youth, settles down eventually 
to live in an ordinary suburban house. 
Up to the present, few people in Great 
Britain, and fewer in Ireland—apart from 
the tinkers and a few “characters” like 
Padraic O Conaire—have bothered even to 
spend their summer holidays in caravans. 


Since the war, however, we read that the, 


number of people who live in caravans 
has increased enormously. The reasons 
are not difficult to find. Apart from the 
‘*romantic’’ reasons for caravanning 
enumerated above, in time of war the 
caravan has many advantages over the 
house as a dwelling-place. With »s 
caravan, one may live quite easily on the 
outskirts of a city, near enough to travel 
to and from work, but sufficiently distant 
to be comparatively safe from the dangers 
of aerial bombardment. Of course, there 
are houses situated in such ideal 
positions; but by this time they all are 
occupied, and the demand for houses 
naturally is increasing. In order to facili- 
tate these caravan dwellers, the legislation 
with regard to them has been relaxed in 
some respects. Hitherto, for instance, from 
the legal point of view, caravans were 
regarded as vehicles, and wireless sets 
were not permitted; now, however, pro- 
vided that the caravan is not stationed on 
the highway, wireless sets are permitted. 
It is quite possible that many people will 
discover the charms of caravan life in this 
way, and, when the war is over, they may 
be reluctant to return to the old way of 


life.

AN IRISHMAN’S DIARY 


The Apprentice’s Lot 


The heading, ‘‘ Defects in Trade 
Apprenticeship.” caught my eye in the 
back page of Wednesday's issue, and I 
was beginning to read the subterjacent 
report of the Irish Technical Association s 
Congress, when an envelope arrived. 

It contained nothing more than a copy 
of an apprentice’s indentures—or contract, 
or whatever you may call it, and was 
signed by the partners of an important 
firm which I forbear to mention, because 
its name is still in the telephone book, 
and it might be cross about the publicity. 

Anyhow, this firm engages to pay the 
apprentice—in return for a premium of 
£40, and, of course, his services—the 
remuneration of “mil for the first six 
rronths, Seven shillings and sixpence for 
the second six months, Ten shillings for 
the second year, Fifteen shillings for the 
third year, and One pound for the fourth 
or final year.”’ 


—and What a Lot! 


It is not the amount of the remunera- 
tion that interests me, but rather the 
duties of the apprentice, as laid out in this 
contract (or, I repeat, whatever it may he 
called legally). For the injunctions laid 
upon the said apprentice are any and 
various 

The said apprentice of the said firm 
‘* faithfully shall serve, their secrets keep, 
their lawful commands everywhere gladly 
do. He shall do no damage to said firm 
nor see it done by others, but shall... 
forthwith give warning to said firm of the 
same. And 

He shall not get himself into trouble 
with any member of the opposite sex, 
whether by way of holy matrimony or 
otherwise. He shall not “ play at cards, 
dice, tables, or any other unlawful games, 
whereby said firm may have loss with 
their own or other goods during the said 
term (of apprenticeship). Without licence 
of the firm he “shall not haunt or use 
Taverns, Ale Houses, or Play Houses.”’ 

This contract is dated—1934.,

Obverse and Reverse 


As a matter of fact, I raised this very 
problem some years ago—without, however, 
evoking any authoritative ruling from the 
Turf Club, or even the governing body of 
the schools, My argument may be 
summarised as follows :— 

The side of a coin that remains constant 
in design is the reverse, or back. The side 
that varies according to the coin’s de- 
nomiration, etc., 1s the obverse, or front. 
Now on the British coins with which we 
tossed before there was an Irish currency 
of our own—and with which we still toss 
as often as not—the King’s head—the 
origin of the call “ head ’’—is the reverse, 
and the obverse becomes automatically 
“-fails ” or, as wo phrase it here, “harp.” 

Therefore, runs the argument, when we 
call “ head,” we really mean the reverse 
of the coin, which is the side bearing the 
harp in our own coinige, whereas, when 
we call “ harg,’”’ we mean the side showing 
the hen with her clutch, or whatever it 
may happen to be. 

That is the purist’s argument; but, 
personally, I prefer to forget about it on 
the rare occasions when the tossing of a 
coin becomes necessary, and to construe 
“harp ” as—harp. And the other side as 
“ head.” 


“Writing Music” 


I believe (writes a correspondent) that? 
a musical typewriter has already been in- 
vented although it has possibly not been 
produced on a commercial scale. 

A photograph of a girl using one of 
these machines (evidently to show its 
extreme simplicity') was published in 
Life, or some similar American journal, 
about eighteen months ago.

PRACTICAL CHILD 
WELFARE 


WORK OF ST. PATRICK’S 
INFANTS’ HOSPITAL 


District Justice McCarthy, speaking ves- 
terday at the annual meeting of St. Patrick’s 
Infants’ Hospital, Temple Hill, Blackrock, 
Co. Dublin, appéaled to the young people 
of this country to take a greater interest in 
child welfare, which, he said, was of para- 
mount importance to every nation. 

Dr. J. McGrath, State Pathologist, payin 
tribute to the skill of the medical onl 
nursing staffs of the hospital, commented on 
tho mortality figures for the past year, which 
were 5.5 per cent. of the patients treated. 
He said that in caring for illegitimate 
children the hospital was doing a great work, 
which, if more fully developed, would do 
much to decrease the number of cases of 
infanticide in the country, 

All young girls and mothers should be 
trained in mothercraft. 

The medical report mentioned that during 
the year 1939-1 there were 90 admissions, 

discharges and 3 deaths. The staff was 
extremely satisfied with these figures, which 
reflected the splendid work done by the 
nursing staff, as the majority of children 
were admitted in an extremely delicate and 
wasted condition. 

The type of case taken in the hospital was 
the chronic type of diatetic case, for which 
the general children’s hospital were quite 
unsuited. The, second purpose of the hospi- 
tal was to act as a nursery training college. 
In this — it was the only complete 
training school for nursery nursing in 
Ireland.

to curtail light in whatever way they 
could—in shops, public lighting and 
transport. A curtailment in the public 
transport services in Dublin would be 
unavoidable. He could foresee the 
position when passenger train services 
might run only every second or third 
day. He mentioned this in order to 
show how serious was their coal posi- 
tion. In fact, they might have to face 
this winter with no coal available at 
all. The British Mines Department, 
which up to the present had been most 
helpful, had told them that they would 
endeavour to ensure that whatever sup- 
plies of coal were available would be 
sent across. His Department hoped to 
accumulate 100,000 tons of firewood by 
next winter. Certain owners of pri- 
vate woods had offered standing timber 
to the Department free, and he took 
that opportunity of thanking them for 
their public-spirited action 

They might have to face the problem 
next year of mixing barley and oats 
with the wheat. dnly that morning 
he had seen a specimen loaf containin 
fifty per cent. barley, and he was sad 
to tell Deputies that it looked much 
better than the loaf they were getting 
at the moment. :

For 
one ship they had been offered a 
hundred thousand dollars more than 
what they paid for it. The shipping 
company had employed a London 
company of insurance brokers of the 
highest standing, and they were ex- 
periencing considerable difficulties in 
insuring the ships.

NEW POLICE 
ORDERS 


Mr. G. BOLAND, Minister for 
Justice, moved the adoption of the 
Garda Siochana Pensions Order, 1941, 
and the Garda Siochana (Retirements) 
Regulations, 1941. 

There was a motion in the names of 
Deputies Norton and Davin that the 
latter Order be annulled. 

Mr. BOLAND said that the Pensions 
Order was to provide pensions for 
officers of the Garda who were found 
to be inefficient. He would like to say 
at the beginning that the rumours 
going around about disloyalty among 
the Garda were absolutely without 
foundation. It was simply that some 
senior officers had shown themselves 
unfitted for their positions. The vast 
majority of the officers and men were 
all that could be expected of them. 
The officers concerned would be pen- 
sioned off at the pension rate they 
would receive on account of illness. 
Nearly all of them would have pension 
of about one-third of their present 
salary; he was not sure how many it 
was proposed to retire. The Commis- 
sioner would certify that, in his 
opinion, certain officers were unfit, and 
that it would be in the interest of the 
Garda that they should retire. 

With regard to the other Order, Mr. 
Boland said that he understood some 
exception. was taken to one individual— 
the Commissioner—having fuli power 
to retire a member of the force who 
was not an officer. He felt that it 
might meet the objections if he 
brought in an amending Order provid- 
ing that the Commissioner might only 
act '“with the consent of the Minis- 
ter.”° 


ANNULMENT MOVED 


Mr. W. NORTON (Labour, Carlow- 
Kildare), moving the annulment of the 
Garda Siochana (Retirement) Regula- 
tions, 1941, said that the Order put 
into the hands of the Commissioner 
power which it was not deemed desir- 
able to give him when the parent Act 
was passed by that House. He did 
not think the present circumstances 
justified giving the Commissioner such 
wers. Under the Order an ordinary 
uard could be retired by order of the 
Commissioner without inquiry. He did 
not suggest for one moment that the 
present Commissioner would abuse his 
powers under these regulations, but he 
did know that despots were made by 
the giving of despotic powers. What, 
he asked, was the difficulty in con- 
stituting a tribunal to review the facts 
of any case that might arise? 

Mr. W. DAVIN (Labour, Leix- 
Offaly), seconding Mr. Norton’s motion, 
said that the majority of the people 
had absolute confidence in the general 
body of the Gardai. 

Mr. R. MULCAHY (F.G., Dublin) 
said that incapacity or unsuitability of 
officers and Guards endangered the in- 
mt wd of the whole force. The Orders 
which were being made seemed to be a

Mr. W. T. COSGRAVE said that it 
was not, in his view, the fault of the 
Garda Siochana that it had become the 
subject of disciplinary action.

He was reluctant to 
bring himself as Minister into the 
matter, but he had yielded to the 
opinion widely expressed in the House. 
The vast majority of officers and men 
of the Guards had been magnificent, 
but it was necessary to have absolute 
integrity in men in key positions, as 
L.S.F., L.D.F., A.R.P. services, etc., 
hinged on them in many cases. There 
were less than twelve officers con- 
cerned, and none of these would be 
dismissed without the certificate of the 
Commissioner. 

Mr. W. NORTON having replied to 
the debate. the Garda Siochana Pen- 
sions Order. 1941, was agreed to unani- 
mously and Mr. Norton’s motion to 
annul the Garda Siochana (Retire- 
ment) Regulations, 1941, was rejected 
by 75 votes to 12.

HAPPY STUDENTS 
AT PRIZE DAY 


ROYAL DRUMMOND 
INSTITUTION 


Not since she came to Ireland had 
she seen so many happy, smiling faces 
as she saw there that day, said Lady 
Maffey, wife of Sir John Maffey, 
British Representative in Ireland, when 
she presented the prizes to the success- 
ful students at the Royal Drummond 
Institution, Bray, yesterday afternoon. 
She added that they ought to be proud 
to live in a school which had got such 
a fine name and tradition, and with 
which so many great names had been 
associated. 

Mr. J. G. Perry, who moved a vote 
of thanks to Lady Maffey, reminded 
them that the institution was founded 
by Alderman John Drummond about 
78 years ago, when he gave £20,000. 
They still received the income from 
that money, and not a penny of the 
capital had ever been touched. Queen 
Victoria had subscribed £250, the 
Prince of Wales £100, and Florence 
Nightingale £10. In the first year 
they had 23 girls, and there were 23 
girls there now. About 1,000 girls 
had passed through the school and 
gone out into the world capable of 
Supporting themselves as domestic ser- 
vants. This charity was for the orphan 
daughters of soldiers. 

They had a great number of chil- 
dren there, but there had not been as 
many demands upon the institution as 
one would expect. Though circulars 
had been issued, they had not been 
able to get any more children. About 
twenty years ago the institution was 
removed to what was formerly the 
Meath Industrial School, Bray, and 
since then Lord and Lady Meath had 
been very kind to the members of it.
